He looked at his bare feet thoucht- 
fully.. They were better now, thanks 
to favorable weather. Some of the 
reading letters or 
talking together excitedly. A few had 
already deserted to go home. Of the 
remainder a number seemed ‘certain 
to follow, but fully half of the com- 
pany, having got hold of a supply of 
contented’ to drink and 
frolic from day to day. As the. com- 
mander of the regiment had been 
placed under arrest, every one did as 
he pleased. 

There was talk of choosing a new 
commander, and everything pointed 
to the choice of Comrade Jensen as 
colonel. Comrade Jensen was a com- 
parative stranger, but well liked for 
all that. -He had come to the front 
from Petrograd, a short, plump, light 
skinned man.

These frail craft 
are only intended for the use of those 
who know how to use them, and 
safety depends upon the occupants 
refraining from moving about, 

The use of high-speed motor boats 
of late has added its chapter to the 
record of lives lost by drowning. 
Lack of speed restriction on our in- 
land Jakes and rivers has encquraged 
the “speed fiend,” and consequently 
many accidents are due to his. run- 
ning down and swamping rowboats 
and canoes, as well as collisions with 
other motor boats. 

These accidenis are avoidable, and 
the most elementary application of 
‘safety first’ principles would save to 
Canada many needlessly Wasted lives.

The Romans also’ enjoyed 
the luxury of iced drinks, but they 
generally iced them by putting ice or 
snow into the liquid. At a later per- 
iod the Turks, improving upon Alex- 
ander’s method, had well constructed 
vaulted cellars in which they stored 
large blocks of ice, filling up the in- 
terstices with snow, so that the whole 
formed a_ solid block or small ice- 
berg. France followed this plan for 
‘ages, but it, was not until the end of 
the sixteenth century that the-French 
people learned how to squeeze water 
artificially. Shaped and moulded wat- 
er ices were caten in France in 1660, 
and were soon afterwards introduced 
into England. Cream ices were the 
luxury of a later day, and when first 
introduced were very primitive com- 
pared with the daintily flavored, col- 
oied and shaped ices of the present 
time,

From September, 1914, to 
March, 1917, 6,681,063 money orders 
for prisoners ‘of war were received 
and’ re-forwarded by the Swiss: post 
amounting to a total of $93,679,749, 10.
